2. Russia's use of the veto in the United Nations is not against the best interests 
of Russian propaganda. On the contrary, it demonstrates the strength of Russia 
in opposing the “Anglo-American bloc." 


3 Within five years Europe wiil be well on the way to being Communistie, if not 
_ already completely so. As a result of conditions brought about by the war and 
the present lack of food, the people are very susceptible to Commmist propagenda, 
which stresses the progreas of Russia ard its sllies as contrasted to Franee, 
Italy, and England with their mediccre, democratic governments. : 
4. It is certain that the United States will have a finsnciel crash within the next 
two years, and its interior situation will put the country in a very difficult 
position. 


5+ Prestes is sure the Republicans will win the presidential elections of 1948 in 
the United States, which will mean an intensification of the snti-Communist 
campaign. Prestes believes the Third Party will fail, inspite of Henry Wallace's 
good work for the leftists in the United States. 


& Prestes and his followers have three primary objectives: to work for the ine 
dustrialization of Latin America; to fight against imperislisms and to refuse 
to accept the Truman Doctrine. :
